Their accomplish- 
ments pointed the way to an enthusiastic beginner and 
there began an accumulation to the limit of his finan- 
cial credit (no cash being available) of the best ani- 
mals that could be found for sale. Price was made 
subordinate to quality—The only question was, did the 
animal meet the ideals of the builder? This period 
extending over five years brought many of the greatest 
show and breeding animals of that time to Rosemere. 
A future great herd was in the process of unification 
there. A lofty goal had been set and expectation of 
reaching it lay in only one direction. Financial ob- 
livion and worse would be the result of failure. The 
stakes were high but the reward would be in propor- 
tion.

Have Aberdeen-Angus Breeders done as much for their breed 
as their breed has done for them? aes gate 

Within the history of beef cattle breeding in America, it is ap- 
parent to those who have even casually observed, that no breed has 
done so much advertising for its owners in the way of winning in- 
ter-breed championships and commanding high beef prices as has 
the Aberdeen-Angus. That superior quality of flesh which Amer- 
icans heard about with considerable misgiving 50 years ago, as 
causing the “prime Scot” to command a premium on the London 
market, has long since been substantiated and verified in this 

ntry. 

me With one exception the breed has won every International 
grand champion carcass award, since the establishment of the show 
in 1900. In the case of 
this exception the award 
went to the carcass of an 
animal of another breed 
but the decision which 
placed it above the con- 
testing doddie carcass was 
severely criticised by com- 
petent carcass judges. 

For twelve years in 

succession the Interna- 
tional grand champion car 
lot awards have gone to 
the doddies. Their won- 
derful quality and uni- 
formity, the “peas in a 
pod” appearance of these 
black car loads, render it 
difficult for the other 
breeds to furnish a win- 
ning load. In the single 
steers and groups. the 
breed has also won a ma- 
jority of the inter-breed 
contests at the Interna- 
tional. Judges realizing 
the outstanding quality of 
the meat under these 
black hides, are disposed 
to favor them, especially 
as they are of such excel- 
lent type and conformation. It would appear the International was 
founded for the express purpose of promoting Aberdeen-Angus in- 
terests but nowhere else is the judging more expertly done. Then 
too, the winning of these inter-breed championships is not at all 
confined to Chicago but extends to every section of this great 
country. 

We might therefore conclude that the doddie would greatly 
outnumber all other breeds on our fat cattle markets today and be 
the most widely disseminated of all beef breeds in America, pro- 
vided their breeders and owners had have done as much for their 
breed as their breed has done for them. Back in an early day a 
cog was slipped somewhere in the distribution of the doddie so far 
as his utilization in the improvement of the big western herds is 
concerned. It has been accounted for in various ways, all of which 
fall before the facts. I know that when it was an open fight for

popular favor with the owners of the big commercial herds, before 
any breed had gained ascendency there, that Wallace Estill, T. W. 
Harvey, Geary Bros. and other leaders were practically oblivious 
to the existence of such a thing as a ranch trade. Most of the 
prominent doddie breeders were selling their bulls to head other 
pure bred herds and securing several times as much as they would 
have brought for range bulls. Usually it was the sub-standard or 
mediocre Aberdeen-Angus bull that found his way to the range. 
Hereford breeders were then sending to the range as good bulls as 
they were producing and at prices far from remunerative. It was 
as some Hereford breeders called it at the time “missionary work” 
but the quality of the bulls sent there gave the white face a firm 
footing on the range which he has continued to maintain. Hereford 
- breeders have in this way 
procured big cattle grow- 
ers for their customers, 
building the business on a 
secure foundation. 

Selling cattle to found 
other pure bred herds and 
selling bulls to head them 
stimulates competition for 
pure bred breeders. Sell- 
ing bulls to owners of 
commercial herds creates 
a demand from which all 
who produce good bulls 
may benefit. It is indeed 
a worthy ambition to 
breed bulls which will im- 
prove the breed but it is 
just as laudable and es- 
sential to produce bulls 
which leave their impres- 
sion upon the commercial 
herds. It should never be 
forgotten that the beef 
producing herds are the 
foundation of the pure 
bred business. Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders, no mat- 
ter how excellent their 
bull products, should for 
the sake of advancing the 
distribution of their breed, strive to sell annually some of their best 
bulls to the growers of market cattle. It was recently suggested 
by the noted Scotch Judge, Mr. Walter Biggar, that American dod- 
die breeders should breed more bone into their cattle. I was some- 
what surprised at this for I had not observed that the Scotch have 
been sticklers for bone in cattle. However, I commend the sugges- 
tion for the commercial cattle grower requires bulls with good 
strong bone. 

Suppose that Aberdeen-Angus bulls had have been as superior 
40 years ago as they are today and that they could then have had 
the prestige of the breed’s present day unparalleled fat stock show 
record in America, don’t you think they would have more than 
equally split the range trade with the white face? I think they 
would have, even if the Hereford had have been as good then as he 
is today.

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Sam H. Hill Retires 


Divides Doddie Herd detween Son and Son-in-Law 


After more than twenty-eight years of successful breeding of 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle in Southwest Texas, in the vicinity of San 
Angelo, Sam H.-Hill, a native Texan retires and divides his cattle 
holdings between his son Will H. Hill and his son-in-law, H. P. Mal- 
loy, both of Tierra Alta. Old timers and readers of the Journal 
who have had the pleasure of knowing the elder Hill will receive 
this news with a degree of sorrow for they will dislike to know that 
this once so active character is to retire from 
active service. On the other hand all will be 
pleased to know that he is dividing his herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and placing them in the 
hands of these two younger men who are not 
by a long way unacquainted with the business. 

Sam Houston Hill was born on the tenth 
day of July, 1859, in Travis county, Texas, and 
has continuously resided within the state. His 
three score years and ten have furnished op- 
portunity to witness the transformation of 
Texas after a fashion enjoyed by few men of 
today. A cowboy for fair, having herded cat- 
tle and sheep on free range within eight miles 
of Austin the capitol of the state. During the 
years of 1882 and 1883 Mr. Hill served as dep- 
uty inspector of Travis county and inspected 
the south Texas trail herds as they crossed the 
county on their way north to Missouri, Kansas 
and Indian Territory. In 1901 he purchased 
his first registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
which were turned over to the management of 
his son, Will H. Hill, who was in active charge 
until September 1st, 1929, when Mr. Hill di- 
vided his cattle, sheep and goats equally ac- 
cording to values between the two gentlemen 
mentioned. 

Sam Hill as he has been familiarly known 
throughout the southwest has run cattle and 
sheep over a period of fifty-two years, and for 
more than thirty years has 
maintained a big herd of 
goats. Mr. Hill has been 
active in the development 
of his state and its indus- 
tries, served for some time 
as a director of the Central 
National Bank at San An- 
gelo, helped organize the 
Wool Growers Central Stor- 
age Company of which he 
was first vice president for 
years. This company is re- 
ported to handle more wool 
than any other. warehouse 
in the state. He was once 
president of the Hill Com- 
mission Company and at a 
time represented the Drov- 
ers National Bank of Kan- 
sas City. Mr. Hill says the 
success he has made as a 
breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, sheep and goats has 
been due the ability of his 
son Will to handle the busi- 
ness. Sam Hill has done 
his bit, he has made two 
herds grow where only one 
grew before. 

Mr. Malloy who is also 
a native Texan was born in Palestine county and graduated from 
the Texas A. & M. College in John C. Burns’ class in 1916. Since 
that time he has been associated with pure bred cattle with the ex- 
ception of the time spent in the army. Following his graduation 
Mr. Malloy was identified with a herd of pure bred Shorthorn cat- 
tle, and later had experience with a pure bred herd of Herefords. - 
With this wide experience and his familiarity with the Hill Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle he expects to maintain the high standard of the

It will be remembered

Cornwall, the evidence 
was all of a kind, namely 
that no influence was 
more potent than that. of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
in the production of the 
type of animal in favour 
for present day require- 
ments. The shows too pro- 
vided evidence of th e 
striking preference being 
given to animals of early 
maturity type, and in this 
respect too Aberdeen-An- 
gus were prominent. As 
was remarked by one of 
the leading agricultural 
journals—“the results at 
all the shows demonstrate 
the superiority of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus over other 
breeds as an instrument 
in the promotion of early 
maturity.” Take such a 
show as Smithfield: in the 
whole of the cross-bred 
classes there were only 
two entries in which the 
Aberdeen-Angus did not 
figure as either the sire 
or the dam, and among 
the second and third 
crosses the blood of that 
breed preponderated. Aberdeen and Edinburgh among the Scottish 
shows; Norwich, Birmingham and London among the English 
shows; Dublin among the Irish shows may be regarded as occupy- 
ing the leading places amongst British Fat Stock Shows. At these 
few were the inter-breed contests in which the Aberdeen-Angus and 
its Crosses did not figure prominently. Indeed in some cases the 
pure-bred representatives of the breed left nothing even to the 
crosses of the breed. To supporters of Aberdeen-Angus cattle this 
must have proved very gratifying. But a more significant feature 
of the season’s successes is what occurred at what may be termed 
the more provincial or local shows, more especially throughout 
England. It was significant for instance that at the opening show 
of the season, that held at St. Colomb in that far off centre of lat- 
ter-day Aberdeen-Angus breeding, Cornwall, the championship 
should have been won by an Aberdeen-Angus. It indicates for one 
thing the remarkable expansion of the breed to all parts of Eng- 
land. In the review which is given below no attempt has been made 
to give anything like a full list of showyard successes—space in- 
deed would not be available for this purpose, so numerous were the 
championship honours won by the Aberdeen-Angus and its crosses. 
But in the list that is given there is intended to be conveyed some 
idea of the geographical area now dominated by the breed. The 
underlying meaning of these widespread successes is not only show 
successes pure and simple in competition with repreentatives of 
other beef breeds and types but the indication that is afforded of 
the spread of the breed and of its growingly wide distribution not 
only throughout Scotland but to the uttermost parts of England. 
Ireland by its show results has also something to add to these suc- 
cesses, and the season was rounded off by a series of successes at

WHAT IS THE TRUE WORTH OF AN 
ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREEDING BULL? 

The Journal has discussed this question many a time and in- 
variably comes to the conclusion that it is difficult to arrive at a 
definite answer. Wm. H. Pew in a recent letter to this office gives 
his views on the matter in the following manner: “An Aberdeen- 
Angus bull is capable of siring $2500.00 to $5000.00 worth of grade 
calves per year at weaning time” says Mr. Pew of Briarcliff Farms, 
Pine Plains, New York. “This we know because of experience in 
buying such calves. Therefore, a real Aberdeen-Angus bull is 
worth treble, yes, five times what such bulls are bringing today. 
The females capable of producing such bulls are accordingly worth 
at least treble what they are selling for today. Such animals are 
real investments even at advanced prices.” The Journal is sure 
that Mr. Pew’s experience in buying feeder calves can be verified 
by Ed. Hall, John Hubley, the Tolans, the Hopleys, the Fosters, 
A. H. Schmidt, Dan Casement, and all others who purchase and feed 
extensively each season. 

These men base their paying price largely upon the individ- 
uality and quality of the sire of the calves, especially is this true 
where selection and purchasings are made direct with the produc- 
ers. It is then not only logical but good practical business for the 
men who are producing commercial cattle to look well after the 
selection of sires that will bring to them these final and favorable 
results when the calves are taken from their mothers next fall and 
the falls to follow. In other words no bull is too good for the com- 
mercial producer to use on his herd, be that herd pure breds or 
grades. It is of course difficult to estimate the value and to fix a 


price on the bull that is to be placed in service. It seems that men-

Your 
breed paper, considering itself as a vital part of your business has 
this to suggest. First procure the catalogs for the forthcomin 
sales as announced in these columns—the Winter Show and Sale r | 
Chicago comes first—and for that reason deserves first attention 
Study the tabulations listed therein. Select the bulls backed by 
sires and dams of performance. Mark the catalog and attend the 
sale where you will have an opportunity to check up on the indi- 
vidual animals themselves. If a bull can be used on your herd for 
a period of two or three years, just what is he worth? How much 
more if he will sire the right kind? Bill Pew is right when he says 
from three to five times what such bulls are selling for today. 


THE YEAR 1929 SHOWS SHORTAGE OF 
MORE THAN MILLION MEAT ANIMALS. 

From the annual report of Secretary of Agriculture Arthur M. 
Hyde, is taken this brief item bearing on the live stock situation. 
The report reads “Improvement in the live stock industry is con- 
tinuing, although favorable trends are less conspicuous than dur- 
ing 1928. Certain branches of the industry show losses, but gross 
returns to producers for the first eight months of the year were 
approximately $93,000,000.00 higher than for the corresponding 
period a year ago. This gain was effected in the face of a decrease 
of 1,187,000 head in the number of meat animals slaughtered un- 


der federal inspection. Increased returns were the result partly of ° 


higher average prices and partly of higher average weight.” Per- 
sonal observation over quite an extended production territory 
forces us to arrive at the conclusion that there will be at the end 
of 1930 noted a still further decrease in the number of meat ani- 
mals slaughtered at the federal inspected plants and it is doubtful 
whether the average weight, especially in the cattle section, will be 
maintained. Under this reckoning indications point toward a very 
favorable year for beef producers, especially for those who have 
the better quality cattle to sell. 


QUALITY IS ESSENTIAL 
DECLARES MARKET WRITER. 

The January issue of The Producer published at Denver in the 
interests of the live stock industry contains this article from the 
pen of James E. Poole, expert and experienced market writer whose 
forecasts are timely and extremely accurate: 

“Explicit admonition was given commercial cattle breeders in 
the trans-Missouri grazing area during the past season that qual- 
ity is essential to financial results. The industry cannot be suc- 
cessfully rehabilitated by the use of inferior males, nor can the 
continued use of nondescript females be tolerated. The 1929 run 
displayed a creditable top, but ran down into a fag end which could 
not elicit bids from feeders that justified such production. Feeders 
handle such cattle only when they can be laid in at bargain figures. 

“The differense between the outcome of growthy yearling 
steers costing $11 to $12 per cwt. during 1929 replacement season, 
and that of ‘runts’ and ‘snipes’ that must sell $2.50 to $3 per cwt. 
lower to feeders, or go to killers at canner prices, is the difference 
between profit and loss. Western-grown cattle have a sufficient 
handicap in more or less adverse physical conditions to contend 
with from birth, without facing remedial obstacles. Now that the 
aged western steer is practically obsolete, breeders must realize 
necessity for making young cattle with such promise of outcome in 
the finishing stage as to interest Corn Belt beef-makers at the 
higher level of prices. This goal can be reached only by the use of 
good sires, proper attention to the maternity side of the problem, 
and adequate nutrition.

or lingering longer in the past? Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders today have that unequalled 
record and a breed of the type the com- 
mercial herd owners approve. The breed is 
more firmly entrenched in the ranchman’s 
country than ever before but it needs ex- 
pansion there. To the advancement of the 
merit of the ranchman’s cattle the doddie 
bull should blacken the faces as well as the 
bodies of many herds and otherwise improve 
conditions there. Publicity is essential and 
certainly the time is ripe for it. The breed 
has furnished the basis for it but I fear 
breeders have failed to utilize the publicity 
as they should. Too long has the breeder 
hid his light under a bushel, depending up- 
on the breed to do everything for him. I 
am outlining no advertising campaign. I 
will say, however, that every breeder should 
support the breed paper with some adver- 
tising space, as well as assisting in increas- 
ing its circulation among farmers and cat- 
tle growers, who might become customers 
for bulls. A strong breed Journal recount- 
ing the victories as they occur and constant- 
ly setting forth the claims of the breed, is 
indispensable in the distribution of it. The 
stronger and more powerful the breed Jour- 
nal becomes the better medium it will be 
for the extension of trade.

A Bit of History. 

When renewing his subscription for a per- 
iod of years R. B. Milne, of Nine Oaks Stock 
Farm, Prosper, Minnesota, ventured a bit 
of history that will be interesting to most 
readers of the Journal today.

I have spent the 
greater part of my life so far around Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. Was in partnership with 
my father for a number of years and after 
he died I bought liis share of the herd. I 
have never milked for the cream check, but 
I have spent my time feeding Aberdeen- 
Angus, as I think the returns are greater. 
In fact I have compared a few cream checks 
with my beef checks and found that I am 
ahead. 

“Last fall I sold more bulls for cross 
breeding than ever before. Even if they 
haven’t pure bred stock they insist on hav- 
ing registered pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls. As far as I am concerned there is 
only one real beef breed and that is Aber- 
deen-Angus.”

i intimately associated with ele- 
— the utility of the product, which 
penn gaining capacity in the feed-lot and 
presentability when the carcass reaches the 


beef-rail. ; : 
“Maki rass beef in the western past 
ate egion outside such areas as the Flint 
Hills in Kansas, the Sand Hills of Nebras- 
and a few others of limited size—is no 
% longer practicable, especially with young 
cattle; hence the major portion of the an- 
nual gathering must find a logical outlet to 
the feed-lot. Minus quality, it can secure 
that outlet only under serious price penal- 
ization. Nor does the price indicate the full 
penalty, as weight must be reckoned with, 
the well-bred calf or yearling doing a su- 
perior scale performance. When stock cat- 
tle were appraised at so much per head, this 
disability was less in evidence; but from 
now on practically everything wearing a 
hide will be paid for at scale weights, to 
the distinct advantage of the grower of 
qualitied cattle. There can be no comprom- 
ise on this subject, which is _ outside the 
sphere of controversy. The plain-bred male 
has no place in the scheme of cattle pro- 
duction. : : 
“When this fundamental fact is realized, 
the pure-bred industry will experience a re- 
vival of interest and of values. The post- 
war debacle prevented many from maintain- 
ing quality. Those who pursued the other 
’ policy are being rewarded. Hereafter feed- 
ers will demand quality, especially when in- 
vesting in yearlings, and will pay a prem- 
ium to secure it. If growers insist on mark- 
eting inferior steers, they must accept the 
inevitable penalty in deficient weights and 
relatively low prices.”

Barbecued Bee 


How zt zs Done sv Large Quantities 


Barbecued beef, in the true sense of the 
word, is a rare treat indeed, as anyone will 
attest who has enjoyed its delicious flavor. 
Much, of course, depends upon the method 
of preparation. 

The method of Barbecuing has been test- 
ed thoroughly and found to afford the max- 
imum in satisfaction. It has been made 
available for publication by the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board with the hope 
that it will assist those contemplating a 
barbecue in which a large gathering is to 
be served. 

By this method practically all the juices 
and natural flavor of the beef are retained. 


Sand—A sufficient amount of sa 
be available to cover the bed of oe 
1% inches thick. This should be clean 
fairly coarse sand and must be dry. While 
the fire is burning, it is easy to dry out the 
sand and have it hot when the times comes 
to put it on the fire by using a piece of 
sheet iron over one end of the trench. It is 
important that the sand be put on the bed 
of coals just as quickly as possible after a 
sufficient amount of coals has been ob-

What 
carcass could yield a 
more tempting or ac- 
ceptable piece of meat 
for a barbecue?) 


Several hundred people may be served with 
hot beef in a very short time. 

Trench—Dig a trench about 40 inches 
deep and 3 feet wide; the length of the 
trench will depend entirely upon the quan- 
tity of beef to be barbecued. A trench 10 
feet long will accommodate about 400 
pounds of beef and a trench 15 feet long 
will accommodate 600 pounds. 

Throw the dirt back out of the trench far 
enough so there will be sufficient room to 
walk around the trench conveniently. 

Fire—Start a fire on the bottom of the 
trench with kindling. Gradually add larger 
pieces of wood and keep the fire burning as 
rapidly as possible until a bed of live coals 
15 to 18 inches thick has accumulated in the 
bottom of the pit. Hard, dry wood (oak 
or hickory preferred) should always be us- 
ed for the fire. The pieces should not be 
too large. It is necessary to see that the 
chunks of wood are all thoroughly burned 
so that they will char. To accomplish this 
an iron rod with a hook on the end is very 
convenient. If the chunks are not suffi- 
ciently burned to break into coals they 
should be thrown out of the pit. Level the 
coals off as evenly as possible. About 3 
hours is usually required to get a sufficient 
bed of coals. 


sible. Wrap and tie each piece in two thick- 
nesses of cheese cloth and one thickness of 
burlap. Old gunny sacks will answer for 
this purpose if clean. Have the beef cut 
and wrapped and at the trench by the time 
the fire is ready. Spread the sand on the 
coals as quickly as possible and without 
any delay place the wrapped pieces of beef 
on the sand. 

Trench Covering—It is also important 
that the trench be covered and sealed as 
quickly as possible after the beef is placed 
in the trench in order that there will not be 
any loss of heat. The most convenient cover- 
ing is a piece of sheet iron, but, if this is 
not available, boards may be used. All 
cracks should be tightly sealed with either 
mud or sand, so that none of the steam will 
escape. 

Time Required—The beef should be plac- 
ed on the fire about 10 hours before the 
time it is to be served. However, if placed 
on the fire earlier it will do no harm, for 
after 10 hours the heat from the bed of 
coals has died out and it will not hurt to 
leave the beef in the trench. It is not nec- 
essary to turn the beef while it is being 
cooked and the trench should not be opened 
until time to serve. Two good carvers can
